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STORM NEARING TEXAS COAST 
17 Are Killed When Train 
Strikes Bus At Crossing 


ONTARIO, Calif., Oct. 3.—UP)— 
A racing passenger train ripped In- 
to a U. S. Air Force Bus at a cross- 
Ing last night, killing 17 of the 22 
occupants. 
. Eleven of the dead were military 
or civilian personnel from March 
Air Base; five were members of 
the Ontario Hostess' club—a service 
organization—the other was the 
chaperone, Mrs. Ruby McLaughlln, 
45, mother of one of the dead girls, 
Juanita McLaughlln, 18. 
Chief Deputy Coroner Edward 
P. Doyle said only five, including 
twin sisters sitting 
In 
different 
parts of the bus, escaped alive. It 
was hours before officers could 


draw a coherent picture from sur- 
vivors. 
Acetylene torches 
finally 
cut 
away the mangled wreckage from 
the battered locomotive, and the 
train headed east more than four 
hours late. 
The bus came from March Air 
Base, 40 miles east of here, and 
carried military and civilian per- 
sonnel and girl friends homebound 
from a day at the beach. No one 
on the bus was unhurt, but no 
one was Injured aboard the train, 
the Union Pacific's Pony Express 
eostbound to Chicago.

road said the train was traveling

Justice Douglas 
Gravely Injured 
In Rifling Mishap 


YAKIMA, Wash., Oct. 3—UP) 


—Justice William O. Douglas, one 
of the leading Liberals of the U. 
S. supreme court, was injured 
gavely yesterday In the Cascade 
Mountains. 
He suffered 13 rib 
.fractures and a punctured lung 
when his frightened horse 
fell 


and rolled on him. 
His chances of full recovery, 


however, appeared excellent today. 
Doctors attending him at a Ya- 
klma hospital, said his condition 
was not critical. 


The 50-year-old jurist respond- 
ed well to blood transfusions and 
emergency treatment given on his 
arrival from the accident scene, 
77 miles away. 
But for several days, his doc- 


tors said, the danger of pneu- 
monia will be acute. 
He had planned to return 
to 
Washington, D. C., last night by 
plane. 


Douglas had stopped to tighten 
his saddle cinch on a narrow, 
rocky trail, and was remounting 
when his horse became frighten- 
ed. The rearing animal threw its 
rider, fell backward tmd rolled 
over him as they both slid down 
the steep, jagged slope 20 feet to 
a Idwer trail. 
Gilbert made his companion as 


comfortable as possible and then 
went for aid, but it was more than 
an hour before a stretcher could 
be brought up the rugged hillside. 
Douglas never lost consciousness 
throughout the long ordeal. 
He 
was hospitalized here about four 
hours after the accident. 
Government Sets 
Support Prices 
For Hogs Low 


• WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—<JF>— 
The government announced today 
It will support producer prices of 
hogs from October through next 
March at levels ranging between 
11 and 22 percent below current 
market prices. 
The monthly support rates for 
al Ihogs, on a national average at 
tne. farm, were set by the Agricul- 
ture Department as follows. 
October $16.40 for 100 pounds; 
November $15; December 
$14,20; 
January 114.90: February 
$15.60, 


March $16.20. 
These rates are designed to as- 
sure producers at least 90 per cent 
of parity. Parity is a farm produce 
price goal designed, to keep farm- 
ers on a basis of economic equality 
With non-farmers. 


Officials said the October sup- 
port level of $16.40 compares with 
curernt average prices of $18.25. In 
other words current 
prices 
are 


about 11 percent above the govern- 
ment guarantee.

Prices would have to drop about 


$4.05 or 22 per cent to reach the 
support level 
in 
December—the 


lowest figure at which hogs will be 
supported during the six montns 
period,

CANTON, China, Oct. 3.—UF>— 
Soviet recognition of the Chinese 
Communist regime Is "not only an 
act of aggression against China but 
also a threat to peace and security 
of the Far East," Nationalist For- 
eign Minister George Teh declared 
tonight. 


Yeh summoned Vladimir Varskov 


Soviet charge d'affaires, to the for- 
eign office at 9:30 p. m. and read 
him a written statement contain- 
ing this assertion. 
• The statement described Mos- 
cow's recognition of tho Red "bogus 
regime" at Polping as the natural 
culmination of a long series of So- 
viet violations of the Chinese-Rus- 
sian treaty of 1045 and further evi- 
dence of Soviet Infringement on 
China's political independence and 
territorial integrity. 


Yeh stated that Russia was not 
only tearing the 1945 treaty to 
pieces but was committing an act 
contrary to recognized principles 
of international law and justice. 
"That the regime set up In 


Pelplng is Soviet-sponsored should 
now be clear to all tho world," Bald 
the Nationalist foreign minister. 
"It is a puppet regime, forced 


upon the people against their free 
will, and Its ideology Is alien to 
Chinese civilization and the Chi- 
nese pattern of life." 


MOSCOW, Oct. 3— UP)—Russia 
has finally broken with the nation- 
alist government In China to give 
the diplomatic nod to the now Red 
regime there. At the same time she 
accused the Western allies of try- 
Ing to split Germany by setting up 
a separate government in their 
zones. 


The recognition of Communist 


China was announced yesterday in 
a note to the premier of the Cen- 
tral People's government at Pel- 
plng- from Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko.

Spring," was sung by a male chor- 
us as part of this West Texas 
town's 100th birthday celebration. 
"I'm happy, I'm very happy," 


Grandstaff said. 


"Yes, It 
sounded Just ai I 


thought It would." 
"Happiness Is. a town named 
Big Spring," h» told a crowd es- 


timated at 2,000 persons just be- 
fore the program In the Municipal 
Auditorium began, 


"Everyone 
here has gone out 


of his way to make my stay 
here one to be remembered." 


"You need not worry about me 


while I am here," he said /In a 
low, emotion-choked voice, 


Shine Phillips, the^drugglst who 


wrote the 
book, 
"Big Spring," 
that Inspired Grandstaff to com- 
pose his music, Introduced the 
convict to the crowd. 
"We hope for further freedom 


for a man of such splendid tal- 
ent, personality and background," 
Phillips said. 
To most people, the highlight 


of the celebration 
was

staff's Cantata—composed in sol- 
itary, the time tapped on the wall 
of a cell.

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THE UNITED NATIONS 


The General Assembly of 


the United Nations is again 
in session. Each time the As- 
sembly 
meets there 
are 


many, both in the thick of it 
and on the side-lines, who 
hope that the new gathering 
may be the one which will 
find the magic formula to 
assure all the world of ue- 
cure peace. The new presi- 
dent of the Assembly, Carlos 
P. Romula of the Philippines, 
gave voice to this hope in his 
first remarks to the 
body. 


He pointed out that the As- 
sembly last met in Paris un- 
der a heavy threat of a new 
war, and that now this threat 
has largely dissolved. This 
session, he hoped, might 
earn the title "peace assem- 
bly." 
Probably there will be no 


session which can win that 
title, at least not until long 
afterward when the full re- 
sults of each session's work 
can be appraised. Great wars 
develop s l o w l y . Looking 
back over them in 
after 


years, historians may place 
ft finger on any of several 
«vent8 and aay that here 
war really began, or here 
H could have been pre- 
vented, or here it became 
inevitable. 
No 
one can 


be sure which waa really 
the key event. A secure and 
lasting peace will develop 
elowly, too, and probably no 
one will ever be able to say 
that one particular event ac- 
complished it. If that pe«t:e 
is obtained through the Unit- 
ed Nations, it might be said 
that the creation of the Unit- 
ed Nations, in the midst of 
war, was the birth of peace. 


But that was only the be- 


ginning, and it is only the be- 
ginning which has yet been 
made. As individuals and as 
a nation we must have faith 
in the slow growth of a great 
organization, perhaps of a 
/great peace. It needs the 
support and help of our 
Strength and energy, and of 
:.our earnest interest—the in- 
terest of the people of Am- 
erica.

THE ATOM AND 


SECURITY 


So, Russia must now be 


presumed to have the atom- 
ic bomb. Leading scientists 
Lay that it should have been 
presumed long ago that Rus- 
sia had 
it, or inevitably 


would. It follows that any 
other nation which has suf- 
ficient resources, 
facilities 


and trained people to carry 
on intensive research in the 
field also must be presumed 
to have the bomb, or to be 
able to develop it. Machines 
for smashing atoms are lo 
cated in several nations in 
Europe outside the Soviet 
circle, and perhaps fifteen 
nations have 
within their 


own borders enough urani- 
um for research. 


If the explosion of the first 


atomic bomb in New Mexico 
in 1945 is considered to be 
the most significant event o' 
this era, the atomic explos- 
ion in Russia is perhaps sec 
ond only to that. It has de- 
stroyed the 
illusion that 


there is security in the secret 
of the bomb. For now we 
know that there is no secret. 
in any real sense. We will 
still protect our military se- 
crets, but now those about 
the atomic bomb are little 
more significant than the 
design of a tank, for 
ex- 


ample. 


Now we may be able to 


see that security is to be 
found not in having the most 
terrible instrument of 
war 


but in making war 
impos- 


sible. Now we no longer 
have a club which no one 
could match. We have only 
our wits with which to save 
ourselves and^the world. 


STRIKE VICTIMS 


Who suffers most from B 


strike? Is it the employer, 
who loses the profits of pro 
duction, or the consumer, 
who loses the goods that 
might have been produced? 
Or is it the worker, who los- 
es his wage? 


The pay of coal miners, 


who went on strike Septem- 
ber 19, runs around $14 a 
day. Normally they work a 
five-day week, which means 
a gross income, before do 
duction for such items as in 
come' tax, of around $70 u 
week. No miner ever count* 
on working fifty-two weeka 
in a year, so part of it must 
be saved. Since last June the 
coal miners have been work- 
ing a three-day week, by 
union edict, so family bud- 
gets geared to $70 a week 
have had to run on $42. Now 
income stops. 


It might be that the coal 


strike hurts someone else 
worse than the miners and 
their families but the point 
would be hard to make.

AUSTIN—«V-Should there be 


a tax on tho right to vote? 


That 50-year-old question will 


be decided at the polls Nov. 8. 
It will be No, 4 among 10 pro- 


posed constitutional amendments 
on the ballot. 


This Is the way the proposal 


will read on your ballot: 


"For 
(against) the amendment 


to the Constitution of the Stale 
of Texas eliminating the provisions 
In said Constitution making the 
payment of poll tax a requirement 
for voting, and providing for a 
general registration law." 


Noto especially that It calls for 


eliminating the poll tax require- 
ment for voting—not the poll tax 
Itself. If the amendment Is adopt- 
ed, the poll tax will still be due. 
But you would be able to vote 
whether you paid it or not. 


The poll tax voting requirement 


has been at question over since 
It was written Into the Constitution 
at the turn of tha century. It has 
become a real political Issue only 
In relatively recent years. Partic- 
ularly as one of the civil rights 
Planks that splintered the Na- 
tional Democratic party In the 
last election. The State Democratic 
convention at Fort Worth last 
year went on record favoring sub- 
mission of the Issue to the peo- 
ple. 


Proponents argue lhat federal 


law will eventually guarantee a 
tree vollng privilege, thai it's bel- 
ler for the state to handle the 
matler now than have the federal 
government do it later. They say 
that a citizen's vote in a Democ- 
racy, aa a matter 
of 
principle, 


should have no tax strings. 


Opponents 
contend thai 
any 


change now amounts to throwing In 
the lowel to federal government 
dictates. They argue that the $1.75 
tax doesn't deprive anyone of the 
right to vote In Ihese lush times. 
They say few will voluntarily pay 
the poll lax when the voting re- 
quirement 
la gone, cutting off 


more than a million dollars a year 
the tax now spills Into the atale 
school fund. 


If voters abolish the requirement, 


a new law to register voters an- 
nually has been readied to take 
effect automallcally next year. 


Voters would be required to reg- 


ister each year between Oct. 1 
and Feb. 1. Their registration re- 
ceipt would then identify them at 
the polls in lieu of Ihe present 
poll tax receipt.' 


The law .would also -require that 


a voter's party affiliation be writ- 
ten on his receipt at the lime of 
reglslration. Only volers register- 
ed as Demcrats would be permit- 
ted to vote in Democralio pri- 
maries. There would be no legal 
prohlbillon, however, against per- 
sons 
registering 
as 
Democrats 


from participating In conventions 
and other affairs of other parties 
or voting any ticket they please 
In the general elections. 


Commissioners courts In 
each 


county would decide whether or 
not any fee would be charged In 
connection with registration. If 
they decide on a fee, It may be 
any amount up to a maximum of 
50 cents, with half of whatever is 
levied going to the state. These 
charges would theoretically cover 
the cost of holding the elections 
only. The courts muat also decide 
the mattera of fee exemptiona for 
first-time voters and for aged vot- 
ers. 


The proposed constitutional am- 


endment waa authored by Senator 
Rogers Kelly of Edlnburg. The 
voter registration law was wrltlen 
by Rep, Frank Oltorf of Marlin, 


Frenchmen, 
Italians, and 


Englishmen, we like a roof 
for our heads, clothes for 
our bodies and food to sus- 
tain us.

NEW GOVERNMENT 


The Communists of China 


have, set up their own nation- 
al government of "the Peo- 
ples Republic of China." 
The next step is a formal 
proclamation of it and a bid 
for international recognition 
as the true government of 
China. 


This will pose perplexing 


problems for other govern- 
ments, even for that of the 
Soviet Union. International 
custom, as to change of gov 
ornment by civil war, 'is to 
grant recognition, usually 
temporary, to a new govern- 
ment when .it becomes obvi- 
ous that the old government 
hag been overthrown and 
that the new government 
in actual physical control of 


the nation. Even so recogni- 
tion may be withheld, some- 
times for many years, on 
grounds that the new gov- 
ernment is not representa- 
tive of the people, or that it 
has not shown itself able to 
maintain control and order. 
This was the case with the 
Soviet Union, which was 
generally slow to get recog- 
nition, and was not recogniz- 
ed by the United States un- 
til sixteen years after the 
revolution. 


The problem in China in 


delicate. While its position 
is desperate, the Nationalist 
government has not been 
overthrown in 
> fact. Many 


nations, including the Unit- 
ed States, have taken a par- 
tisan interest in the 
civil 


war on the side of the 'Na- 
tionalists, and oppose Com- 
munist rule. Yet the Com- 
munists occupy about half of 
the 
land of China, with 


something over half of the 
population, and', they are 
still on the move. Unless the 
tide of battle should mirac- 
ulously be changed, it may 
soon . become difficult 
to 


avoid the question of deal- 
Ing with the .Communist gov- 
ernment, except by aban- 
doning contact with the Chi- 
nese people. That would be 
a hard choice for Americans 
to make.

ximately 8 acres; R. W. George, 
Jr., Plckett Conservation Group, 
4 acres, and^F.-A. Boyd, Corslca- 
na, 2 acres. 
The seed will be 
planted back on each respective 
farm. C. Pearce and R. W. George, 
Jr., planted their Bluestem this 
spring and by using fertilizer they 
were able to produce a seed crop 
the first year. 
Boyd's Bluestem 
was planted In the spring of 1948, 
but due to dry weather and a poor 
stand, he did not get a seed crop 
last year. 


Don Chandler, two miles south- 
east of Eureka, has Increased his 
cotton yield 4 times in the past 
three years, by using phosphate 
and vetch in 1947, 1948, and 1949. 


Chandler's yields on this 17-acre 
field were: 3 bales In 1946; 6 bales 
in 1947; 7V4 bales In 1948, and 
12 
bales In 1949. The cover crops of 
vetch have Increased the fertility, 
the water holding capacity of the 
soil, helped control erosion 
and 


has Improved the physical condl 
tlon of the soil so It will plow eas- 
ier.L. B. Robinson, on Mrs. H. B. 
Jester's farm one mile northeast 
of Roane, has Increased his cotton 
yield from one-third to one-half 
bale per acre. This increase 
In 


yields was done by constructing 
terraces last fall, planting 
cover 
crop of peas, and contour cultiva- 
tion this spring. The land produc- 
ing one-half bale per acre is eroded 
and poorer than the land next to 
It which is producing 
one-third 
bale per acre, but did not 
have 


phosphate and peas planted In It.
